Following close upon the con- 
gratulations extended him on reach- 
ing his eightieth milestone of life, 
Dr. E. M. Gallaudet is called upon 
to mourn the death of his sister, 
Mrs. Catherine Gallaudet Budd, who 
passed peacefully away in the eve- 
ning of Saturday, February 17th, in 
the 86th year of her age. The fun- 
eral ceremonies were held at St. 
Agnes Chapel, West Q2d Street, 
New York, on Tuesday morning, 
February 20th. The remains were 
conveyed to Hartford, Ct, for inter- 
ment in the Gallaudet plot in Cedar 
Hill Cemetery. 

Mrs. Budd was the widow of Dr. 
Bern L. Budd. 'She was always 
friendly with the deaf, but figured 
very little in their worldly activities 
and social life. This attitude might 
be misconstrued as indifference, but 
it was characteristic of her sweet 
and modest disposition to trust in 
the unfailing and untiring work of 
her brother, the late beloved Rev. 
Thomas Gallaudet, D.D., that the 
needs of the deaf would be looked 
after and their welfare faithfully 
served. Those of the deaf who 
knew Mrs. Budd were enraptured 
with her charm of manner and un- 
assuming friendliness. She was a 
regular reader of the Dbaf-Mdtks' 
Journal, and was well-informed 
about all the matters, big and little, 
that concerned the deaf. 

A sweeter, gentler soul than hers 
has never entered Paradise. 

Her death leaves Dr. Edward 
Miner Gallaudet the sole survivor 
of the family of Thomas Hopkins 
and Sophia Fowler Gallaudet. May 
his days be lengthened many, many 
years, to help, by his words of wis- 
dom and goodness, all the deserving 
projects of the deaf, and to receive 
in life the honor and homage and 
loyalty which his indomitable spirit 
and wonderful accomplishments in 
their behalf most surely merits.

The Shakespearean Pageant 
Kiven at St. Ann's Church, Mon- 
day evening, February 12th, proved 
a greater success than its promoters 
dared hope for. In spite of the 
bitterly cold weather, over two hun- 
dred were present, and a more ap- 
preciative audience has seldom been 
gathered in the Guild Room. It 
was a rather ambitious probject, 
this presentation of scenes from 
Shakespeare's works. At the out- 
set there were many difficulties and 
discouragements, but the cordial 
co-operation of the actors soon 
smoothed the way. The expense of 
staging the entertainment was ne- 
cessarily great. The largest outlay 
was required for costumes and ap 
propriate settings, but judging 
from the way the audience enjoyed 
the evening's program, the effort 
and expense Ml well worth at 
tempting. The general arrange- 
ments were excellent. Theie was 
very little delay bet .ween scones, BO 
no tedious waits. Soene followed 
scene in rapid succession, the actors 
were letter-perfect in their pails 
and the prompter had very little 
to do. Indeed, he is suspected of 
a good deal of skylarking behind 
the Ncenes, but the others were just, 
as guilty, and perhaps it is as well, 
for it relieved the nervous tension. 

Too much praise cannot, be given 
the actors who took part. They 
sacrificed muny evenings to attend 
rehearsals, and the.se reheaisals re- 
quired real hard work, but their 
unfailing cheerfulness and willing- 
ness lightened the burden of the 
stage- mauagei and rendered his 
task comparatively easy ami plea- 
sant. Several faced the footlights 
for the first time and acquitted them- 
selves in a highly creditable man- 
ner. It is difficult to single 001 any 
one for particular praise. The 
audience was outspoken in its ap 
probation after the performance 
was over, and each actor compli- 
mented so many limes, they can be 
exoused for feeling a bit vain 

The arrangement of the pro 
gram was witli the intention of 
giving a good knowledge of Shake- 
speare's dramas. Sufficient of his 
comedies were injected to save the 
evening from the murky haze of too 
much tragedy.

Deaf in National Body. 

ing the national organiza- 
P hilip Morin, of Schenectady, 
rand vi< tent writes: 

" It. is a rare thing nowadays to 
find intelligent, educated men fail- 
ing to take part in some organ iza- 
lan to-day recognizes the 
eflt of organization. Few per- 
-. seem to know of fraternal be- 
neficiary society composed entirely 
men. Our organization 
mu "ssity be a unique one. 

"The National Fraternal Society 
of the Deaf was organized fifteen 
years ago by several young fellows 
in the Mlcbigsn 8chool for the Deaf 
at Flint. Mich. They conceived the 
idea of having an organization of 
r own, with all the secrecy, 
mystery, and mutual protection of 
other societies and fraternities. 
Later, with the close of the school 
year, plans were formulated for a 
national society with branches in all 
parts of the country, grand lodge 
officers, and arrangements were 
le to provide sick and death 
leflts. It was largely because of 
difficulty of the deaf to get into 
r social and fraternal oraniza- 
tions that the need for a society of 
their own became apparent. 



"The first convention, little more 
than an organization meeting, took 
place in Chicago, III , and the so- 
ciety was incorporated under the 
law of that state. It was not long 
before the society became a regular- 
ly established social and benevolent 
organization licensed under the in- 
surance laws of the various States, 
for the members were practically 
denied admission toother societies 
or were obliged to pay prohibitive 
premiums for protection. 

The society receives all of the dif- 
ferent classes into its membership 
and receives them on an equal basis. 
The oral schools teach their pupils 
upon leaving school to mingle with 
those who can speak aud hear and 
become a part of the speaking world; 
beautiful ideas, but Impractical of 
operation. Mopt beneficiary socie- 
ties audf raternal organizations make 
no distinction between the different 
classes of the deaf. Their motto* 
seem to be 'If you cannot hear you 
cannot come in.' So the national 
society is filling a long-felt want. 

" Besides its protective and bene- 
volent features, the society aims to 
bring its members into friendly fel- 
lowship on suitable occasions for 
pleasureable diversions, in short, to 
cultivate and satisfy their social in- 
clinations. 

"The growth and assets of the 
national society show the progresH 
which the organized deaf of 
the United States have made :

Olass is nade from a mixture of 
fine sand with alkali. The sand 
and alkali are put into pots. The 
pots are put into a large furnace. 
The fire is in the center. The 
melting pots are around it. The 
sand aud alkali became soft and 
sticky. 

The workmen have long iron 
pipes. They dip out the melted 
stuff and blow it into the shape of 
bottles, vase, or whatever they wish 
to make. There are different 
kinds of glass. 

The common glass we use for 
window-panes and dishes is called 
crown-glass. 

Flint glass is made from powder- 
ed flint instead of sand. It is very 
clear and transparent. Eye-glasses 
are made from it. 

Plate glass is used for large win- 
dows.. It is very expensive. It is 
made by spreading melted glass on 
copper and making it level with a 
heavy roller. 

Mirrors are made from plate glass. 
One side the glass is covered with 
quicksilver. Then the glass reflects 
objects in front of it. 

Enamel is a kind of glass. It is 
white like milk. Watch dials aud 
ornaments are made of It. 

The making of glass was invented 
thousands of years ago. The Egyp- 
tains made beads, urns, and drink- 
ing vessels from it. Only a few 
hundred years ago glass was very 
expensive. The common people 
could not afford It even for window 
panes. They used oiled paper 
instead. Now glass is very 
cheap. — Minn. Companion.
